Cartoonist Carl Kohler and CARtoons 
magazine go together like bratwurst 
and sauerkraut. From it’s earliest 
inception into the automotive 
consciousness of America one magazine 
has stood out as exceptional amongst 
all other automotive humor 
mags . -. CARtoons! And one man is 
responsible for it,,. And if we ever 
figure out who that was, we’ll interview 
him. But for now we’ve got Carl 
Kohler, who’s been with the magazine a 
long time. Julie Bortzoil interviewed 
Carl at his ranch in Butt rest, Texas 
(just 7 miles from the Canadian 
Boarder). She found Carl to be an 
easy-going, pleasant man with a 
hateful, bitter attitude towards 
butter-beans. At 6'3” and 220 lbs, a 
full beard, bushy eye-brows and a tattoo 
of actor Robert Mitchum driving a 
chopped Harley, Kohler is intimidating, 
to say the least. But as you’ll see in the 
following conversation, he is a man 
dedicated to his craft, his family and 
MTV. The interview was conducted on 
Earth Day, 1990 at noon. 

Julie Bortzoil: Mr. Kohler... It's a 
pleasure to meet you. You’ve been with 
CARtoons longer than anyone... since 
the beginning actually, but I don’t know 
much about you. Hopefully this will give 
the readers and myself some insight into 
your creative process. 

Carl Kohler: Call me Carl, please. I 
don’t know that too many people would 
be interested in my background, tho ... 



Bortzoil: Well, from what I’ve heard it 
could prove to be funnier than the rest 
of this issue. Is it true that you were 
raised by wild dingos?!! 

Kohler: Well, yes. It really wasn’t that 
big a deal. Y’see I had quite a lot of hair 
when I was born and a nurse at the 
hospital sent me home with some female 
pack dogs. It took my folks about two 
weeks to find me. I was fit as a fiddle 
when they did... ’course occasionally I 
do get a craving for a good sagebrush 
and roadkill salad! 

Bortzoil: Well thank you for that 
nauseating story. Did you draw at an 
early age? 

Kohler: Oh yeah! Boats, cars, planes... 
anything that moved. I was always 
fascinated by engines and motors ... 

Bortzoil: Were you driving at an early 
age? 

Kohler: Heh-heh... glad you asked that 
little lady! My first car was an old ’32 
Plymouth that I bought for the sum of 
$25.00 from a one-eyed Scotsman in

Bangladesh ... I was but a lad of 17 
years of age and I. .. 

Bortzoil: Mr. Kohler, Mr. Kohler 
PLEASE! I’d love to sit here and listen 
to you reminisce about the good old 
days but we only have four pages for 
this bit. 

Kohler: AAAAhhhh ... OK, ask me 
another “question”! 

Bortzoil: What kind of pen do you use? 
Kohler: A pointy one! 

Bortzoil: Uhh .. . Which other 
cartoonists do you admire? 

Kohler: Other cartoonists? There are 
OTHER cartoonists?!! 

Bortzoil: Surely there are other artists 
you admire? 

Kohler: Well, I like the etchings of 
Rembrandt. He did some pretty good 
stuff even though he used too many lines 
a lot of the time. Of course you can spot 
his influence in MY stuff. 

Bortzoil: Really? I’ll have to look again. 
What did you think of the Batman 
movie? 

Kohler: It was too loud, but I thought 
that the guy who played Robin was 
pretty good. And of course I thought 
Cher was terrific! 

Bortzoil: It must be difficult thinking up 
all those spot gags for your CARtoons 
work. 

Kohler: You’re telling me ... especially 
since I recently found out that I’m only

using 10 percent of my brain’s capability! 
Bortzoil: Oh how sad. 

Kohler: Yeah. I’m just lucky I became a 
cartoonist instead of a rat catcher like 
my pappy wanted! 

Bortzoil: Ha-ha! Oh Mister Kohler, you 
do go on! But back to the magazine... 
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How is it working for Dennis Ellefson, 
the editor of CARtoons? 

Kohler: Just terrific! Guy is a saint! I 
can’t tell you enough about what a 
warm, caring, sweet-natured man he is. 
Did you here about the time he saved 
me and Shawn Kerri from a Tornado? 
Bortzoil: Ellefson paid you to say this, 
right?! 

Kohler: Fifteen big ones! 

Bortzoil: Do you get along with the 
other contributors of the magazine? 
Kohler: HA! Well, like I’ve always 
said ... thank god for CARtoons, it 
keeps these people off the streets! But 
seriously they’re ... interesting! Shawn 
Kerri is a sweetie. Even though she likes 
punk music! Steve Austin is ... well, 
what can I say about Steve that hasn’t 
been said about Karl Malden?! Tom 
Foxmamick is very strange! You know 
he’s only two and a half feet tall? 


Ellefson keeps him in a jar on his desk. 
Eats nothing but butter! Don Lomax is a 
neat guy. He has a wild collection of 
Turkish crankshafts! 

Bortzoil: Yes they do have some curious 
reputations! Getting back to your own 
work ... what motivates you? I mean 
do you have a certain philosophy which 
you use to guide you either methodically 
or ethically? 

Kohler: Well... I do eat a lot of fried 
foods! But I guess I just try to stay 
faithful to my roots and my upbringing. 
Bortzoil: Did your parents instill a solid 
foundation of social values? 

Kohler: My parents had a phrase which 
they drilled into me and my seven 
brothers ... it was: “Don’t be a fool, 
stay in school, ’cause the more you 
learn, the more you’ll be able to crush 
any ignorant morons on your way to the 
top!” 

Bortzoil: Wh .,. why that’s beautiful, 
Mister Kohler! I understand you’ve done 
some auto racing? 

Kohler: I’ve been racing all my life! My 
first race was the chowderhead 
Invitational in ’52. Lost a tire, both my 
shoes, the steering wheel and my wallet 
and still finished the race! From there I 
entered the Checkered Cab Company’s 
demolition derby in Little Rock, 

Arkansas ... which I won! Then the 
Alaska Vettes on Ice Challenge . . . yeah 
I’ve done em all...

Bortzoil: How about the Indy 500, Baja 
500, Wintemationals..? 

Kohler: Never heard of ‘em. 

Bortzoil: Do you get a lot of fan mail? 
Kohler: Well I always get people writing 
in for originals but my manager won’t 
let me give any away. He says that if we 
wait long enough my stuff will command 
mucho bucks in the FINE ART market. 
He figures another 40-50 years before I 
become the toast of the art community. 
Of course he is my nephew ... 

Bortzoil: You’re credited with the 
creation of CARtoons magazine, can you 
talk a little about that? 

Kohler: Well, if you insist. It all started 
with a dream I had when I was seven 
years old. I drempt that I was about 
twenty-five years old and I was sitting in 
a red room with a little person drawing 
cars. Years later when I was stuck in a 
go-no-where job, I remembered my 
dream and decided that I would produce 
the world’s first automotive humor 
magazine! So me and my little helper, 


Pete M. put together this prototype mag 
and took it over to Petersen Publishing 
(we tried all the other publishers in L.A, 
but none of them would let us in the 
door!). I guess ol’ Mr. Petersen could 
spot raw genius pretty easy, because 
after only 14 hours of begging and 
weeping (I’m talking hot, burning tears 
forced through clenched eyelids) he 
decided to take a gamble! 

Bortzoil: Are you happy with the way 
the magazine has been produced since 
you left an editorial position for the 
cushy life of a contributor? 

Kohler: Oh it’s just fine, fine ... ’course 
they should have more of ME! 

Bortzoil: Your artwork is very unique. 
Your cars and people border on the 
abstract. Is this something you purposely 
strive for? 

Kohler: All my characters are based on 
my twenty-two years of drawing from 
live models. Of course I have had some 
strange looking models!
